The claimed invention 

The claimed invention relates to a golf ball retrieving tool. 
The inventive tool is of the kind designed to enable the 
retrieval of a golf ball that is located at a distance from 
the tool user, for instance a golf ball that has landed in the 
shallow water of a water obstacle or which is visible in not- 
readily penetrated brush or undergrowth. The tool comprises an 
elongate handle which carries a so-called cage at one end 
thereof .
